MRS. HASKELL THRILAS COURT 
IN STORY OF KILLING. — 


Relates Causes Which Led to Siay- 
ing of Fischer and Declares in 
Outburst of Hysteria She Was 
Driven t6 Crime by Man's Negiect 
and Contempt.

Lillian Belle Haskell 
told her story on the witness stand 
today. Graphically, tividly, some- 
times with dramatic emphasis, and 
tearfully, the woman who went out 
to avenge the wrongs done her by a 
man and accomplished her purpose 
on a mid-afternoon crowded cily 
street, by shooting him down, pleced 
out the fabric of her iffe, while
